The
authorities at Versailles held that the
cese was plainly a suicide by poison,
and Distriet Attorney Beylo, who has
assumed charge of the cate, has in.

autopsy, as he considered it unneces-
rary unless specifically requested by
the relatives of Miss Appel in Allen-

The examining physician said Miss
Appel had been dead eight days.
